problems and avail themselves of 
opportunities which that period 
might bring. The Government 
contemplated the introduction of 
other measures to that end. It 
would be common ground that 
cheap and efficient public transport 
facilities were vital, and the Govern- 
ment considered it was desirable to 
bring into existence an organisation 
which would be responsible for the 
provision of these facilities after | 
the war. 

For that reason, the Government 
last year had decided to have the 
bill brought into effect in the middle 
of this year. If it should not prove 
practicable to secure its enactment 
on July ist, then, for financial and 
other reasons, the date would have 
to be January Ist, the beginning of 
a half-year being necessary. 


G.S.R. POSITION 


Dealing in detail with the pre-war 
osition of the railways, Mr. 
EMASS said the G.S.R. could 
not find from revenue enough funds 
to provide adequately for the main- 
tenance and improvement of its 
equipment. It was incapable of pro- 
curing new capital on reasonable 
terms to finance new developments. 
In fact, the company had been 
rapidly approaching a situation in 
which it would not be able even 
to meet its running expenses; and 
the Government was forced to re- 
cognise, in 1938, that the transport 
legislation of 1932 and 1933 had 
not produced the effect that was 
then anticipated. 

The Government decided, there- 
fore, that the situation could not 
be met merely by patching up the 
G.S.R. Company, and that a new 
organisation was needed, with a 
new legislative basis, a new financial 
structure, a new relation to the 
public and to the Government, and' 
even a new name to signalise the 
break with the old tradition. The 
unrestricted operation of the road 
transport business had been, from 
every point of view, unsatisfactory. 

“That, as a -gencral statement o 
policy, 1 think, will be agreed,”- he 
said. “‘There may not be similar 
agreement concerning the Govern- 
ment’s belief that a fully developed 
transport system, operating on road 
and rail, and extending into all 
parts of the country, and providin 
for all parts of the country ful 
transport facilities, can be operated 
on a remunerative basis.” ' 

The Government did not believe 
in subsidised transport facilities. 
It was not merely that the Govern- 
ment objected -to having placed 
upon it the onus of imposing taxa- 
tion to secure revenue with which 
to finance transport facilities. The 
Government does not believe in 
saddling the industry and agricul- 
ture of the country with any taxa- 
tion—with any new taxation. It 
believes that subsidised transport 
will inevitably mean _ inefficient 
transport, and that it would even- 
tually result in an increase in the. 
cost of transport to the community 
as a whole. Our national economic 
development requires that our 
public services, including our trans- 
port services, should be thoroughly 
efficient and self-supporting. 

They had those aims in mind 
when they were preparing the legis- 
lation in 1932 and 1933. If that 
legislation did not achieve those 
aims it was because they made the 
mistake of assuming that the trans- 


port companies favoured by that 
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country. The Government’s aim was to 
d adequate transport service. The debate on

They had 
failed to do so, and that fact be- 
came clearly recognisable as early 
as 1938.

Fourthly, there must be 
provision to ensure that the public 
authority would have ample powers 
to insist upon the provision of 
adequate transport facilities in all 
parts of the country. Fifthly, there 
must be ample safeguards to pre- 
vent discriminating treatment of 
individuals using the transport 
facilities. '

NEW TRIAL IN 
GREY CASE 
ORDERED 


HE Court of Criminal Appeal 
(Mr. Justice O'*Byrne, r. 
Justice Martin Maguire and 

Mr. Justice Haugh) rag 
allowed the appeal of William J. 
Grey, Barnhill Dalkey, secretary 
and general manager of the Alliance 
and Dublin Consumers’ Gas Com- 
pany, from his conviction and 
Sentence in the Circuit Criminal 
Court on charges of conspiracy and 
| fraudulent conversion of nineteen of 
the company’s batteries to his own 
use. They quashed the conviction 
and directed a new trial. No costs 
were allowed. Bail in the same 
sums as before was granted. 

The sentences had been three 
months’ imprisonment (contingent) 
on the conspiracy charge and six 
months’ imprisonment on the con- 
version charge, to run consecutively. 

Giving the judgment of the Court, 
Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that there 
had been no attempt at concealment 
of the removal of the batteries to 
Mr. Grey’s residence, where they 
had been used as part of an ee 
ment for lighting by electricity. Mr. 
Grey was entitled to be supplied 
with free gas under the terms of his 
appointment, and when the com- 
pany found it necessary to impose 
very drastic restrictions on the use 
of gas it became necessary for him 
to consider some alternative means 
of lighting his residence. 

Mr. Grey had not expressly made 
the case that he was entitled to 
take the batteries, but such a 
claim, in.the opinion of that Court, 
had been sufficiently adumbrated in 
his evidence. If the claim had 
been made in express terms that 
he honestly believed that he was 
entitled to take the batteries, no 
doubt, all proper and necessa 
directions with reference to. 
would have been given by the trial 
judge. : oe 

It did, however, in the opinion of 
the Court, arise on the evidence, 
and should, in the interests of 
justice, have been left to the jury, 
with the direction that, if the 
accused man, when he took the 
batteries and applied them to his 
own use, honestly believed that he 
was entitled to do so, he ought 
to be acquitted, even if his claim 
to be so entitled was not well 
founded in law or in fact. The 
absence of such a direction might, 
in their opinion, have led to a mis- 
carriage of justice, and accordingly

HREE directors of the Great 

Southern Railways Company

Neither 
were they aware of any leakage 
prior to the publication of the com- 
pany’s capital reconstruction pro- 
posals. hey were the principal 
witnesses to give evidence at yes- 
terday’s hearing. 

The Right Hon. James Mac- 
Mahon told the Tribunal that he 
had beén a director of the G.S.R. 
Company for 19 years. Following 
the general meeting of the company 
ón March 3rd, 1943,.the directors 
knew that Mr. Reynolds was 
“ worrying himself ” on the question 
of capital reconstruction, to which 
he had referred at that meeting, but 
Mr. Reynolds did not tell them the 
results gf his work or discuss the 
plans for reconstruction with them. 
The directors were told that all 
possible secrecy should be observed 
until the circular was despatched 
to the shareholders. During 1943 
he did not acquiré any stock in 
the company.. On January 5th, 
1943, long before the meeting con- 
cerning the issue of the circular, 
one thousand G.S.R, Debentures 
had been purchased’ on behalf of 
his wife. | 

Mr. James. Dwyer, Cork, said 
ed a direc- 
tor of the G.S.R. mpany on 
January 27th, 1943. At no time had 
he discussed the position of the 
company with anybody outside. 
During the period into which the 
Tribunal was enquiring he had 
bought 1,800 Ord. shares for £302. 
He had been influenced in his pur- 
chase by the increase in the rates, 
which, he considered, would im- 
prove the position of the company. 

Mr. James P. Goodbody said that 
he had been a director of the 
G.S.R. Company since 1923. Prior 
to the submission of the draft cir- 
cular to the Board, on Thursday, 
October 21st, he had received no 
information. about the proposals 
for re-organisation of the com- 
way be capital. In February of 1943 
he had disposed of some Guaran- 
teed Pref. stocks, which he had 
held for some considerable time, 
and on Friday, October 22nd, the 
day. after the submission of the 
circular to the Board, he instructed 
his broker to purchase 3,009 
Guaranteed Pref. stocks. As it was 
between 4.30 and 5 p.m. when he 
rang his broker, and the Stock Ex- 
change had closed down for the 
week-end, he assumed that the 
purchase would not have been made

until after the publication of the 
circular on Monday, October 25th. 

Mr. John J. Cole, T.D., who 
stated that he had _ represented 
Cavan ‘in the Dail since 1923, said 
that, when he asked the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce a ques- 
tion about alleged speculation in 
G.S.R. stocks, in the House on 
November 17th, he had no definite 
knowledge of any irregularity. He 
had been influenced solely by 
casual talk and a newspaper report 
ol a meeting of the Cork Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Mr. J. C. Dooly, Manager, Road 
Freight Department, G.S.R., since 
August, said that prior to the re- 
organisation scheme he had not had 
any dealings in G.S.R. stock. On 
October 27th, the day after the 
public announcement of the capital 
reorganisation proposals, he pur- 
chased, through his stockbroker, 
Mr. Tunney, 2,000 Pref. shares. On 
October 28th he bought 1,000 
Preferences; on November 2nd, 500

Mr. Dooly said that he could not 
be fairly described as a person con- 
nected’ with the proposed recan- 
struction, and that at no time did 
he get “a tip” that the purchase 
of G.S.R, stock would be “ good 
buying.”

Why, in 
these circumstances, “Must it be in 
operation by July Ist? 
the Minister suppose that the 
emergency will be at an end by 
that date, and that abundant 
supplies of coal and of new 
rolling-stock will be crowding the 
quays of Dublin? We cannot be 
surprised if, like Dr. O'Higgins, 
the public is of an opinion that 
“ there is too much secrecy in the 
affairs of State recently.” This 
plan for the reorganisation not 
merely of the Irish railways, but 
of the entire transport system 
of the twenty-six counties, is 
ambitious in the highest degree. 
It is costly enough, at the same 
time, to require every assurance 
that there will be no possibility 
of abuse in its administration, or 
of inefficiency in its achievement. 
It deserves close study not merely 
by the Oireachtas, but by experts 
in every branch of the national 
life—indeed, the opinion of 
foreign experts well might be 
sought. Instead, a measure which 
the Government claims to have 
spent eight years in devising— 
although we took the liberty some 
months ago to doubt whether it 
knew its own mind as lately as 
last October—is to be pushed

Various features of the scheme 
have proved unpopular. The 
compulsory acquisition of . the 
Dublin United Transport Com- 
pany by the new statutory 
company is regarded in some 
quarters as an act of injustice. 
There is even wider uneasiness

It is no use wasting time in 
lamenting the failure of our own

" HAT kind of life. went on 
in the big homes of 
lreland that one, used to 

see from lonely roads in remote 

places; and why are there so few 
of these homes now? The answers 
to both questions may be found in 

“Guardian Angel,” the new play 

at the Gate, if one tries to get 

just a little under its skin. . 

If it was the life that is depicted 
here—and it is modernised, as if 
it. still continued gaily—then one 
does not wonder any longer why 
the big houses are now nearly no 
more.
